A proposal calling for self-policing by 


m o to r is ts to reduce the highway traffic 
ravage has gained the suppbrt of Mis­ 
souri's top law enforcement officer. 
Col. Hugh W aggoner, superintendent 
of the Missouri* State Highway Patrol, 
gave his backing last week to the pro­ 
posal advanced editorially by the News- 
Tribune recently. 
There is no doubt a bold new concept 
Is needed to cut down the highway traf­ 
fic ravage in Missouri. The road death 
toll in Missouri is running far ahead of 
the 1955 pace. Indications are Missouri 
will set an ignominious highw ay fatal­ 
ity record when the year close* out on 
Dec. 31, 
Col. Waggoner believes there is a mer­ 
it in the self-policipg proposal. 
Here's how it would work: 
Motorists would be supplied with form 
cards which they could pick up at serv­ 
ice stations, police or Sheriff's offices or 
at patrol centers. Possibly they could be 
issued when a m otorist purchases his 
car license plate. T hey could be kept in 
the glove com partm ent of the car or 
*ome other han dy spot. 
Should a driver see another motorist 
break a driving regulation by crossing 
over the yellow line, 
weaving on the 
highway, passing on a hill or driving 
in any other careless and reckless man­ 
ner, he would take the number of the 
license. He would fill out the card with 
the license number, note the traffic vio­ 
lation and sign the card. He then would 
send the card to a state collecting cen­ 
ter, such as the State Highway Patrol 
headquarters, w here the license would 
be checked. 


The name of th e motorist signing the 
card would be kept in confidence by 
traffic enforcement authorities. 
The'contiol center would not send out 
warning letter* to the alleged offenders 
when the first card bearing the license 
of his car was received unless it indicat­ 
ed severe violations. This procedure 
would be followed to avoid the crank 
who might turn in a false offense card 
against someone he might not like or a

these, but if so the Missouri Legislature 
could take care of this aspect by setting 
stiff penalties for anyone who might 
w ant to try. 
Should the control center receive two 
or more cards carrying the car license 
number of a motorist, it would send out 
a stiff w arning letter, detailing the of­ 
fense, and, if the evidence was sufficient 
to w arrant prosecution, the reporting 
motorist would be asked to testify and 
charges would be initiated. 
Eventually, Missouri might join with 
adjoining states in reciprocal agree­ 
ments which would lend policing over 
the outstate motorist. 
The practical effect of such a self­ 
policing proposal would be to make sev­ 
eral hundred thousand drivers in Mis­ 
souri potential law enforcement officers. 


A driver for all practical purposes 
would be under surveillance virtually 
every minute he is on the highway. With 
the blessing of the state the program 
would gain sufficient publicity to make 
it more effective than any traffic viola­ 
tion regulation now on the legal books. 


But the Legislature would have to act 
to make such a proposal workable. It 
would have to give its blessing by autho­ 
rizing an expenditure to set up a con­ 
trol center and for operating expenses 
of the program. We don't know the cost 
of such a program, but we doubt it 
would run over 550,000 yearly in Mis­ 
souri. Some additional legislation might 
also be needed t<j make it enforceable. 
Missouri's politicians today ard giving 
their views on m any major problems 
facing the state. We suggest they give a 
little attention to the highway fatality 
problbm. It's costing more lives and 
more dollars than any other issue. 
But ev#n more important, munic'pali- 
tics, civic and 
service organizations 
throughout Missouri should consider the 
proposal and give it all-out indorsement 
and support.

Thanks to that 
revolution 
In 
how Kido is ted. the dog food 
business is big business 
Today, 
<iog owners buy about 5300.000 000 
worth of prepared foods every 
year. 


GROCERY STORES sell 
the 
bulk of it — about *240.000.000 
worth. That m eans that dog food 
is a bigger sales item for them 
than toilet soap, cake mixes or 
canned baby food. 
It rings up m ore dollars on 
tlvcir cash registers than all the 
canned peas and corn, together. 
Better still, the dog population 
which stands 6t 22,500,000, is still 
on the rise. 
Today. 41 out of 
every 100 American families own 
one or more dogs. Some of them 
are pore-bred blue-bloods. Most 
of them are mutts. 
But they all 
loe to eat. 


THE DOG FOOD makers are 
happy to report that fewer and 
fewer dogs are fed 
from 
the 
fam ily's table scraps. 
In 1947. for exanrple the Amer­ 
ican Can Co. took a survey on 
Rover's diet. 
In the city. It found that only 
about one out of every four dog- 
owners put commercial foods be­ 
fore their pet. In the rural areas, 
the outlook was even darker for 
the industry . There, fewer than 
one out of to owners went to the 
feed store, the pot shop or the 
corner grocer's for canned dog 
food or biscuits. 
Seven years later, the picture 
was entirely different. 
In 1954. the sam e firm took an­ 
other look at dogdom s eating 
habits. 
This time, it found that 


nearly th ree out of every four 
city dogs dined on com m ercial 
foods. 
N early half of theif sub­ 


urban cousins did the sam e. 
Only farm dogs, an underpri­ 
vileged lot. were still getting by 
largely on left-overs and other 
non-commercial fare 


COMMERCIAL dog food first 
got its start in England about 1855 
Ship supply stores there found 
that they could sell their left-over 
sailors’ hardtack as dog biscuit. 
British firm s supplied the United 
States m ark et for a long time. 
About 
the 
1920 s, 
American 
mills and packing houses hit on 
the idea th at it might be a profit­ 
able sideline. 
Today, the same 
firm s that make a lot of your 
breakfast foods, or that cure your 
ham s and bacon, also 
package 
and sell a balanced food for Fido. 


PACKING HOUSES u s u a l l y 
specialize in the canned foods, 
and mills in the dry dog biscuit or 
meal. 
The big names in the in­ 
dustry are believed to be Pard. 
Ideal. Rival' and Red H eart—all 
canned. 
Gaines. 
Friskies 
and 
Ken-1 Ration are among the best 
sellers in the dry dog-food fi -'d, 
although they come canned, too. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, pet shops 
and feed stores were the natural 
outlets for dog food. 
But the 
grocers have laken it over in a 
big way. 
Early this year, Food Field Re­ 
porter estim ated that about 1,250,­ 
000.000 
pounds of canned dog 
food and 825.000.000 pounds of the 
dry is sold every year. 
Grocers sell about 63 per cent 
of the total.

Prim e beef, she said, is well 
m arbled with fat which makes it 
tender and juicy. 
Each descend­ 
ing grade has less fat, and nor­ 
m ally is less tender. 
But m any homemaker^ object to 
too much fat in the prime, and 
prefer choice and good grades, 
she said. 
Don't, Miss Acker warned, con­ 
fuse inspection stam ps with grade 
stam ps. All beef m ust be inspect­ 
ed. 
But grading is optional.

Road Blocking 


By Trains Irks 


Motel Manager 


H H. Edwards, manager of El 
Descanso Motel at T h o u s a n d 
Palms, oUggested to the hoard of 
supervisors this week that county 
laws regulating the blocking of 
roadways be strictly enforced. 
He said that since the fourth of 
September there have been three 
traffic tie-ups at the Ramon Road 
crossing of the Southern Pacific 
railroad for as long as 20 minutes 
as frieght trains blocked the cross­ 
ing pending arrival of pusher loco­ 
motives from Indio to help from 
104 to II* freight cars up the San 
Gorgonio Pass grade 
"The pa­ 
tience of people on their way home 
has been taxed by these 20 minute 
delays,'' complained Edwards. 
The motel manager also suggest­ 
ed that Ramon Road from High­ 
way »o to the city limits of Palm 
Springs lie "bladed” once each 
month to cover hottles. cans and 
garbage and to prevent loss of 
life due to running off the road 
into soil sand 
"The cost of one

Pueblo at Desert Hot Springs will 
re-open for the season Oct. 13, aft­ 
er a summer spent In an intensive 
program of improvements. 
Five new garages, built in the 
distinctive Pueblo Indian archi­ 
tectural style, have been construct­ 
ed in the front court yard, facing 
Desert View avenue A 10 by 12 
foot iron cabin has been moved to 
the extreme north line of the 
ranch, close to the new hot water 
well, which has a temperature of 
152 degrees 
Eight realistic, lifesize paint­ 
ings of Katchina dolls, in bright 
colors, have been fastened to the 
exterior walls of the Pueblo. 
Among the new exhibits which 
have been added to the Pueblo 
museum is a stone image, carved 
many centuries ago, from a temple 
in the Peruvian mountains. Stand­ 
ing over three feet high, it weighs 
more than 125 pounds.
